(AP)—A year 
ago Thursday tho roof of the 
Oneida No. 2 hard coal mine 
near here gave way 300 feet un­ 
derground, trapping David Fel- 
lin, Henry Throne and Louis 
Bova.

the world waited anxiously for 
every development 
What has life been like for 
Fellin, 59, of nearby Sheppton, 
and Throne, 29, of Hazleton, 
since the glare of the limelight 
passed? 
PAIR SELDOM MEET 
Friends say the two seldom 
speak of the event now. And 
only rarely do they see each 
other. 
Throne says he seldom thinks 
of the ordeal, adding: “ It’s pret­ 
ty well kept out of my mind.” 
Fellin 
says 
the 
experience 
may have sobered him some but 
has not changed him basically. 
“ Have I changed? No, I don’t 
think so,’’ he said before start­ 
ing a vacation trip. “ I was just 
a pick-and-shovel man before, 
and I’m still a pick and shovel 
m an.” 
ATTENTION WANES 
Right after the rescue Fellin 
and Throne appeared on televi­ 
sion, told their stories nation­ 
wide in print, and made many 
speaking engagements. Gradu­ 
ally the invitations to speak ta 
pered off. Cards and letters, once 
a flood, became a trickle. 
Although both had vowed nev­ 
er 
to 
return 
to 
the 
mines 
again, 
both 
eventually 
went 
back for a while. Throne also 
worked as a bartender, and now 
he’s a construction worker. Fel­ 
lin drives a bus. 
MINE SITE OUIET 
The mine site, about a mile 
from 
Felling home, is quiet 


now, in marked contrast to the 
frenzied round-the-clock activity 
of rescuers and the almost con­ 
stant roar of the giant drill that 
reached the men a year ago. 
During the past year Fellin, a 
part owner of the mine, was oft­ 
en called to court as the state 
explored 
ways 
to 
recover 
Bova’s body. Eventually it was 
decided to close the mine forev­ 
er, leaving Bova buried. Plans 
call for a memorial to Bova to 
be erected there. 
“I’d like to keep my end of 
the bargain and recover Bova’s 
body,” 
said 
Fellin 
recently, 
“but I don’t have any money, so 
how can I go about it?” 


COUNTERFEIT 
OHLS FOUND 


HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) - 
The Secret Service has $744,000 
in crisp new bills — all counter­ 
feit. 
The bundled bills were found 
Wednesday in a Hartford ware 
house where the Secret Service 
said Stanley Frederick Withe 
Jr. had been storing them in 
two foot lockers. 
Withe, arrested on counter 
feiting charges Tuesday at his 
home in Berkeley, Calif., print 
ed almost $1 million in bogus 
$10 and $20 bills last year while 
operating a job printing busi 
ness in Unionville, Conn., the 
Secret Service said. 
He moved to California with 
his wife and two children earlier 
this year after his shop went 
into bankruptcy and its equip­ 
ment was sold at auction. 
At least $12,000 in counterfeit 
bills were found when Withe 
was arrested, agents said, and 
another $500 had been passed in 
the last two weeks in the San 
Francisco area. 
Special Agent Robert R. Hast­ 
ings said the counterfeiting job 
was “ not too hot,” but the bills 
were passable. 


ESCAPEE WAS 
ASSISTED OY 
UNDERWORLD

LONDON (AP) — An under­ 
world syndicate known as the 
Freedom Fixers was credited 
today with 
whisking 
Charles 
Frederick Wilson out of prison 
and adding another footnote to 
the great train robbery. 
Wilson, 
32, 
ex-bookmaker, 
married and the father of three 
daughters, was the most wanted 
man in Britain, sought across 
the nation and in many parts of 
the world through the Interpol 
police network. 
Police clamped a close watch 
on British ports and air term i­ 
nals, visited scores of addresses 
and combed through the known 
haunts of the man who may 
have the secret of $6 million in 
his possession. 
JO YEARS 
Wilson was sentenced to 30 
years in jail last April when he 
stood trial with ll other men for 
staging the biggest cash grab in 
history — the raid on the Glas- 
gow-London mail train one year 
and five days ago. The robbers 
got away with $7,280,000. Only 
$840,000 has been recovered. 
At Winton Green Prison in 
Birmingham where Wilson had 
served less than four months of 
his 
term , 
an 
inquiry 
was 
launched into the escape. The 
probe was ordered by Home 
Secretary Henry Brooke. 
London newspapers said Wil­ 
son had been spirited to free­ 
dom bv the “ Freedom Fixers, a 


group of jail-breaking artists. 
Part of the mail train booty was 
said to have been used to buy 
their special talents at a price 
estimated to be between $140,000 
and $280,000. 
The gang moved in at 3 a m. 
Wednesday, scaling the prison 
wall with a ladder. They moved 
through the jail grounds to cell 
block B and, using duplicate 
keys, 
went 
about unchallenged 
to Wilson’s cell. A prison of­ 
ficer, Bill Nicholls, 50, who sur­ 
prised them, was knocked out.

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (A P) 
— E ager freshm en will flock to 
the nation’s college and univer­ 
sity cam puses again this fall. 
For too many, the experience 
will prove more of a shock than 
they expected. 
Many will fail to survive the 
pitfalls 
aw aiting them 
behind 
the ivied college walls, despite 
high 
school 
achievem ent 
and 
monthly checks from home. 
Two Purdue U niversity edu­ 
cators at the U niversity’s Bark 
er 
Memorial 
Center 
set 
out 
eight years ago to learn why so 
many high school graduates fal­ 
ter in college. This inquiry into 
the 
nation’s 
college 
dropout 
problem 
was 
begun 
by 
Prof. 
Robert F. Schwarz, 41, the cen­ 
te r’s director, and Prof. How­ 
ard D. 
J. Murdock, 49, who 
teaches chemistry. 


POPULAR CURSE 
Schwarz and Murdock set up 
a two-week course for Michigan 
City area college-bound gradu­ 
ates in the sum m er of 1956, call­ 
ing it, “ How to study in col­ 
lege.” 
The new course was adver­ 
tised through a direct mail cam ­ 
paign and attracted only mild 
newspaper 
publicity. 
They 
had 
hoped 35 students would sign up. 
When Schwarz got to class that 
sum m er evening, he was greet­ 
ed by 75. 
Schwarz and Murdock feel the 
quandary facing many students 
entering college is the abrupt 
adjustm ent 
they 
must 
m ake, 
both social and academ ic. 
MOM IS MISSED 
As 
Murdock 
put 
it: 
“ The 
freshm an must conform to the 
‘they’ instead of ‘me.’ No longer 
is Mom around to prod him to 
his books. His college instructors 
are not likely to remind him an 
assignment is due or even urge 
him to do it. The job of acquiring 
a college education, he will find, 
is his." 
Their “ How to study in col­ 
lege” course teaches the psy­ 
chology 
of 
learning 
and 
the 
skills of acquiring knowledge 
and keeping it. 
“ Most of us are ill-trained in 
the 
art of learning,” 
Schwarz 
said. 
A child may spend m ost cf his 
form ative years learning how to 
write and, in subsequent order, 
how 
to 
read 
and 
articulate 
ideas. 


“ We spend practically no time 
learning 
how 
to 
listen,” 
Schwarz 
said, 
“ while 
in 
the 
classroom , a student spends 45 
per cent of his time listening, only 
30 per cent reading, 15 per cent 
writing and IO per cent speak­ 
ing. 
CRAMMING NOT BEST 
Do the professors recom m end 
“ cram m ing” before exam s? 
“ If you haven't done anything 
else, you’d better do it. But it is 
the least effective in the learning 
process.” 
Murdock contends the enter 
ing college freshman is scared 
stiff inside, despite today’s ul­ 
trasophisticated teen-agers. 
“ We have learned it is en tire­ 
ly possible 
to bring about a 
change in the attitude of these 
freshm en when we arm them 
with inform ation they need and 
can use and when we help them 
recognize and identify the real 
problem s 
of 
college 
adjust­ 
m ents. We try to help by giving 
them a few real tools to bolster 
their confidence, to live up to 
their potential,” Murdock says.

G erm any. About half died while 
trying to breach the 26-mile-long 
structure. 
Erected by the Communist re­ 
gime to stem the m ounting flow 
of refugees to the West, the wall 
has becom e a bitter symbol of a 
city, and a nation, divided by 
concrete and barbed wire.

HOUSE PASSES 
BILL TO MARK 
FOREIGN STEEL 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) — The 
House has passed a bill that re ­ 
quires all containers fashioned 
in the United States from im port­ 
ed steel to be m arked with the 
nam e of the country where the 
steel orginated. 
The bill, which was passed by 
a voice vote W ednesday, was op­ 
posed by departm ents of state, 
treasury, justice and com m erce, 
the F ederal T rade com m ission, 
and the Bureau of the Budget. 
The bill now goes to the Sen­ 
ate. 
The House C om m erce Com m it­ 
tee, which approved the bill, said 
that im ported sheet steel and im ­ 
ported steel containers now m ust 
be m arked with the country of 
origin. But, under present law, 
containers m ade in the United 
States from im ported steel do 
not. 
The com m ittee said there had 
been a growing use of im ported 
steel by A m erican conta i n e r 
m anufacturers. 
The com m ittee said the bill 
would “ undoubtedly strenthen a 
position of A m erican m anufac­ 
turers of steel shipping contain­ 
ers who prefer to use domesti­ 
cally produced steel.” 

Neal Sm ith, D-Iowa, told 
the House to “ think about the 
fact that if you cut down on im ­ 
ports—and th at’s all this bill is 
aim ed at—you cut down on ex­ 
ports, too.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Johnson signed a $2.4-bil­ 
lion highway bill Thursday and 
said it will help do justice to a 
stepchild in society, the Ameri­ 
can motorist. 
The bill authorizes a two-year 
federal 
highway 
construction 
program, mainly for primary 
and secondary roads and not 
including 
the 
super-highways, 
starting in the 1966 fiscal year. 
“ For much too long.” John­ 
son said, “the man who owns 
and drives an automobile has 
been treated like a stepchild. 
We require him to pay for the 
highways he uses and we re­ 
quire him to pay in advance. We 
divert his taxes to other uses 
but we delay the building of the 
roads that he deserves.

LBJ PROMISES 
FEDERAL AID TO 
END VIOLENCE 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent 
Johnson 
pledges 
that 
where help is needed his admin­ 
istration will work with local 
authorities to halt acts of vio­ 
lence, whether in the North or 
South. 
He told the American Bar As­ 
sociation Wednesday: “ No per­ 
son, whatever his 
grievance, 
can be allowed to attack the 
right of every American to be 
secure in his home, his shop and 
in his streets. We will not per­ 
mit any part of America to be­ 
come a jungle where the weak 
are the prey of the strong and 
the many. 
“Such acts must be stopped 
and punished — whether they 
occur in Mississippi or in New 
York. 
“ Under our Constitution, the 
local authorities have the cen­ 
tral 
responsibility 
for 
civil 
peace. There is no place in our 
federal system for a national 
police force. 
“ But where help is needed or 
federal law is violated, we shall 
be there. We will work together 
to punish all such lawbreakers, 
whether they be murderers in 
the countryside, or hooded night 
riders on the highways, or hood­ 
lums in the cities.” 
VIET NAM GOAL 
Johnson also reasserted the 
intention of the United States to 
achieve orderly settlement of 
disputes in Viet Nam and Cy­ 
prus. 
“ It is our duty,” he said, “ to 
help settle any conflict which 
might erupt into a wider arena. 
“Some say we should with- 
the United States cannot and 
will not turn aside and allow the 
freedom of a brave people to be 
handed over to Communist tyr­ 
anny.” 
He said there are some who 
advocate “reckless action” in 
Viet Nam. 
He mentioned no names, but 
said: “No one who commands 
the power of nuclear weapons 
can escape his responsibility for 
the life of our people and their 
children. It has never been the 
policy of any American presi­ 
dent to systematically place in 
hazard the life of this nation by 
threatening 
nuclear war. 
No 
American president has ever 
pursued 
so 
irresponsible 
a 
course. 
FIRM NESS IN CRISIS 
“Our firmness at moments of 
crisis has always been matched 
by restraint — our determina­ 
tion by care.” 
Concerning racial 
strife 
in 
the nation, Johnson also said: 
“Those who would hold back 
progress toward equality and, 
at the same time, promise ra­ 
cial peace, are deluding them­ 
selves and the people. Orderly 
progress, exact enforcement of i 
law, are the only path toward 
an end of racial strife.” 
He said the civil rights law of 
1964 will be enforced and citi­ 
zens must observe it. 
Johnson flew here from Wash­ 
ington and returned three hours 
later.
